shiek County, lowa, and to Legalize all Cruveyancesof Lots hereto-
fore made by the Number of Lots and Blocks as specitied by the
Plats now on Record of said Town.

‘Wnereas, The plats of that portion of the town of Brooklyn, preambie:
in Poweshiek county, Iowa, known and recorded as “ William
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“ Manatt’s first (1st) addition,” “ William Manatt’s third (3d) ad-

Sucriox 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the
State of Towa, That the plats of the following portions of the
town of Brooklyn, Poweshiek county, Towa, viz.: the plats of
“ William Manatt’s first (1st) addition,” “ William Manatt’s third
“(3d) addition,” “Wiliam Manatt’s block eleven (11),” “ M.
“Bnyder & Co.’s addition,” “Sears addition,” and of the original
town known as “Brooklyn,” now on record in the office of the
recorder of said county of Poweshiek, be and the same, together
with the records thereof, are hercby legalized and declared to be
legal plats and records, and legal and binding upon all parties
concerned, the samne as if said plats and records had been made in
every particular as required by law.

Sec. 2. Be it further enucted, That all conveyances hereto-
fore made of lots in the portions of the said town of Brooklyn
mentioned in the first section of this act and described by their
respective numbers as lots, and blocks, as shown on said platg, are
hereby legalized and declared legal and binding upon the parties
thereto as if legal plats had been on record in said county at the
titie such conveyanees were made.

Sec. 3. This act being deemed of immediate importance shall
take effeet and be in force from and after its publication in The
Towa State Register, published at Des Moines, and the Brooklyn
Journal, published at Brooklyn, Jowa, withoutexpense to the State.
